Kennedy’s  visit  will  be  covered 
by  the  major  press  media  and 
will  be  carried  live  on  KBYU-TV 
and  FM.  He  will  deliver  an  ad- 
dress at  Weber  State  College  this 
morning  and  speaks  in  Salt  Lake 
City  this  evening. 

He  reportedly  is  reserving  the 
afternoon  for  skiing. 

Senator  Kennedy,  whose  cam- 
pus visit  is  co-sponsored  by  the 
ASBYU  Academics  Office  and 


the  Young  Democrats,  announced 
for  the  presidency  March  16. 

“I  am  convinced  that  this  coun- 
try is  on  a perilous  course,”  he 
said  at  the  time,  pledging  to  “do 
all  I can”  to  rectify  the  situation. 

Dismissal  for  classes  for  to- 
day’s address  will  be  at  teacher 
discretion. 

Those  desiring  to  attend  the 
airport  rally  are  directed  to  go 
west  on  Center  Street  toward  the 
lake  and  follow  the  signs. 


A new  indoor  tennis  facility — 
one  that  will  house  four  indoor 
courts  under  one  roof— is  current- 
ly under  construction  on  the  BYU 
campus. 

The  new  structure,  which  will 
be  120  feet  wide  and  240  feet 
long,  is  being  built  near  the  south- 
east corner  of  the  Smith  Field- 
house  in  an  acre  once  used  as  a 
golf  green. 

According  to  Dean  Milton  F. 
Hartvigsen,  College  of  Physical 
Education,  the  new  building  will 
be  multi-purpose.  Although  it  was 
designed  primarily  for  indoor  ten- 
nis, it  may  also  be  used  for  other 
activities  within  the  college. 

EARLY  FALL 

Work  on  this  newest  addition  to 
the  university's  athletic  complex 
has  been  under  way  for  the  past 
two  weeks.  Completion  date  on 
the  building  has  been  set  for  late 
summer  or  early  fall. 

“We  have  purposely  located 
this  structure  close  to  the  field- 
house  so  that  we  can  take  advant- 
age of  the  facilities— lockerrooms, 
showers  and  the  like— in  the  main 
fieldhouse  area,”  said  Dean  Hart- 
vigsen. 

Described  as  a masonry  build- 
ing with  a barrel  roof,  the  new

Wilkinson  Clarifies  Policy  On  Class  Dismissal

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  has  is- 
led  the  following  statement  clarifying 
niversity  policy  concerning  dismissal 
om  classes  for  political  speeches: 

TI  have  just  had  delivered  to  me  a 
tier  signed  by  13  students  of  the  Uni- 
jrsity  concerning  Senator  Kenedy's  ap- 
iarance  tomorrow.  In  it  they  have  ask^ 
e some  five  questions  which  I here- 
ith  answer  as  follows: 

••“The  first  question  is,  ‘Why  should 
asses  not  be  dismissed  for  the  address 
: Senator  Kennedy?’  The  answer  is  that 
^ have  a policy  at  this  Institution  against 
tving  classes  dismissed  for  assemblies 


more  than  two  times  a week.  This  week 
the  two  assemblies  for  which  classes  will 
be  dismissed  are  the  regular  Devotional 
and  Forum  Assemblies.  It  interferes  alto- 
gether too  much  with  class  work  to  have 
more  than  two  assemblies  each  week. 

• “Senator  Kenedy  was  asked  to  come 
here  by  a student  committee  who  ar- 
ranged for  the  meeting  in  the  fieldhouse 
without  arranging  for  any  dismissal  of 
classes  which,  in  any  event,  would  be 
against  University  policy.  Another  group 
of  students  have  arranged  for  Senator 
Charles  Percy  to  be  here  on  Friday  of  this 
week.  His  speech  will  be  at  the  same  time 
(12:15)  in  the  Fieldhouse  and  classes  will 
not  be  dismissed  for  that  speech  either. 

•“If  Governor  Romney  had  remained  a 


candidate  and  had  come  to  the  campus, 
he  would  have  been  subject  to  the  same 
limitations  on  the  invitation  of  any  stu- 
dent group. 

•“Instead  of  discouraging  students  to 
attend  political  rallies  of  this  kind,  I have 
constantly,  through  the  years,  urged  stu- 
dents to  attend  these  rallies.  In  particular, 
I have  urged  Republican  students  to  at- 
tend Democratic  rallies  and  Democratic 
students  to  attend  Republican  rallies.  Fur- 
thermore, there  are  only  a relatively  small 
percentage  of  our  students  who  have 
classes  during  the  noon  hour.  The  others 
can  attend  without  missing  classes. 

•“The  decision  that  classes  would  not 
be  dismissed  was  not  made  by  me  alone, 
but  is  the  result  of  a long  standing  policy 
and  was  made  in  conference  with  the 


Dean  of  Students  and  after  consultation 
with  other  University  administrators. 

•“The  action  in  refusing  classes  to  be 
dismissed  for  both  Senators  Kennedy  and 
Percy  cannot  be  considered  a snub  to  any- 
one. 

• “This  University  does  have  a policy, 
during  a presidential  year,  of  inviting  the 
candidates  of  both  parties  to  address  the 
entire  student  body.  This  policy  will  be 
pursued  after  the  national  conventions 
decide  upon  the  respective  candidates. 
Classes  will  be  dismissed  for  both  of  these 
speeches  because  they  will  be  invited  to 
speak  at  the  regular  assembly  time  either 
on  Tuesday  or  Thursday.”

Dr.  Pardoe  urges  that  any  infor- 
mation whatever  about  BYU  serv- 
icemen (photos  included)  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  biographical  files  of 
the  Alumni  House. 

A predecessor  to  the  present  news- 
letter committee  functioned  from 
1941  to  1966.  At  one  time  during 
World  War  II  newsletters  were  be- 
ing sent  to  nearly  3,000  BYU  men 
and  women  in  the  war. 

Then  after  having  served  armed 
forces  personnel  for  25  years,  the 
organization  was  abandoned. 

After  the  committee  was  reorg- 
anized this  school  year,  addresses 
were  obtained  from  friends,  par- 
ents, Alumnus  listings,  articles 
from  newspapers,  correspondence 
with  company  chaplains,  and  offi- 
cial government  notices. 

However,  Dr.  Pardoe  remarks 
that  the  files  are  not  complete. 
For  this  reason,  BYU  students  are 
encouraged  to  submit  names,  ad- 
dresses, and  other  information. 


Learn  To  Survive 
In  Outdoor  Class 


A “Cave-Man”  approach?  Eat  to 
Live  not  live  to  eat!  What  a chal- 
lenge. This  is  the  philosophy  be- 
hind survival  instructor  and  expert ! 
Larry  Dean  Olsen  of  the  Depart-  i 
ment  of  Continuing  Education.  He  j 
began  teaching  outdoor  survival 
courses  in  1966  in  the  Continuing 
Education  Department. 

His  “cave-man”  approach  is 
based  on  the  idea  that  survival 
training  is  best  achieved  by  learn- 
ing to  live  off  the  land  without  pre- 
viously manufactured  gear.  This 
philosophy  and  training  has  won 
wide  approval  and  recognition.  In 
the  past  two  years  over  500  stu- 
dents have  taken  the  Outdoor  Sur- 
vival Course. 

Those  that  have  taken  the  course 
have  gained  a respect  for  nature 
and  the  way  that  man  can  be  a 
part  of  it  without  having  to  de- 
pend on  the  elements  of  modern 
iife—the  philosophy  of  “eat  to  live 
rather  than  live  to  eat.” 

Mr.  Olsen  began  the  present  Out- 
door Survival  Course  in  1966  offer- 
ing it  to  students,  scouters,  jeep 
patrol  members,  and  anyone  inter- 
ested in  out-of-doors.  In  this  course 
emphasis  is  given  in  the  follow- 
ing areas:  first  considerations  of 
fire,  shelter,  and  water  sources; 
vegetation  in  survival  food  plants, 
plants  as  implements  and  medi- 
cine; lithic  techniques,  stones— 
their  selection  and  various  uses; 
bone  working,  knives,  needles, 
hooks,  etc.;  animal  foods,  trapping, 
fishing,  hunting  preparation  and 
preservation;  compound  tools,  a 
multitude  of  self-made  imple- 
ments; special  skills,  tanning, 
weaving;  orientation  and  travel- 
ing; health  and  first  aid;  group 
leadership  in  survival. 

As  a direct  result  of  this  Out- 
door Course  two  credit  classes  are 
offered  second  block  Spring  Semes- 
ter 1968,  Summer  1968,  and  Fall 
1968.  These  are  Youth  Leadership 
380  beginning  Fall  Semester  1968— 
entitled  “Skills  and  Techniques  of 
Land  Survival”— for  two  credits 
Also  Youth  Leadership  480  begin- 
ning this  semester  on  the  block 
plan  and  also  offered  in  the  Sum- 
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mer— one  class  each  session— a 
five  credit  class. 

Along  with  organizing  the  course 
Mr.  Olsen  has  written  and  pub- 
lished a book  entitled,  Outdoor  Sur- 
vival Skills,  which  is  the  text  used 
in  the  outdoor  survival  course. 

Larry  Olsen  grew  up  in  Jerome, 
Ida.  with  an  interest  in  the  desert 
environment  and  the  material  cul- 
ture of  the  ancient  Indian  inhabi- 
tants of  the  West.  This  interest  led 
to  an  intensive  study  into  primitive 
life  that  has  involved  over  six  years 
of  research  and  experience. 

All  aspects  of  primitive  survival 
skills  were  tested  by  trekking  into 
remote  canyon  areas  of  the  west- 
ern deserts  and  experiencing  sur- 
vival at  it  most  primitive  level. 
Living  off  the  land  under  stone  age 
conditions,  using  tools  and  weapons 
of  stone  and  bone,  digging  roots 
and  trapping  game  with  primitive 
implenaents  and  traps,  suffering 
cold  nights  without  bedding,  hot 
days  without  water  or  even  shoes, 
and  enjoying  every  minute  of  it, 
has  given  Mr.  Olsen  a unique  con- 
cept of  man  in  nature. 

Mr.  Olsen’s  mastery  of  primitive 
skills  has  made  him  confident  that 
survival  living  need  not  be  an  or- 
deal once  a person  has  learned  to 
adjust  to  the  plunge  from  the 
Space  Age  into  the  Stone  Age. 


Golf  Balls 
Hurt  Eyes 

Remember  what  curiosity  did  to 
the  cat? 

Have  you  ever  seen  a golf  ball 
explode  by  quickly  unraveling  it- 
self? Perhaps  you’ve  cut  into  one 
just  to  see  what  the  inside  looks 
like.  Well,  the  inside  of  a golf  ball 
won’t  kill  a person,  but  it  could 
easily  “relieve”  you  of  an  eye.  The 
following  has  been  true  of  many 
cases. 

As  the  inquisitive  person  cuts 
open  a golf  ball,  the  contents  sud- 
denly “erupts”  in  his  hands  filling 
the  eye(s)  with  a white  sticky  ma- 
terial of  toothpaste  consistency. 
The  material  may  look  innocent, 
but  it  is  exceptionally  cohesive. 

Once  the  white  fluid  has  entered 
the  eye,  it  is  extremely  difficult 
to  remove  because  it  has  an  ad- 
hesive like  affect  and  in  some 
cases  has  had  to  be  “pealed”  or 
scraped  off  the  eyeball  with  a need- 
le.

Finland  has  come  to  BYU. 

At  least  this  is  the  opinion  being 
formed  with  the  recent  addition  of 
six  Finnish  Nationals  who  have 
bolstered  BYU’s  hopes  for  greater 
success  in  the  NCAA  athletic  wars. 

They  are  Kari  Liimo  and  Veikko 
Vainio  on  the  basketball  team  and 
Altti  Alarotu,  Pertti  Pousi,  Jaakko 
Tuominen  and  Rauli  Uitto  on  the 
track  team. 

Just  how  this  all  came  about  is 
a question  that  has  been  asked 
many  times.  The  answer  lies  in 
an  athletic  application  of  a solid 
religious  principle.  Missio  nary 
work  it  seems,  has  its  application 
in  the  sports  world  also. 

Some  years  ago,  BYU  had  a 
fellow  from  Southern  California 
named  Bob  Peterson  on  its  basket- 
ball roster.  Bob  decided  to  go  on 
a mission  and  as  fate  would  have 
it,  he  was  called  to  Finland. 

While  there,  he  made  a favorable 
impression  on  local  authorities  as 
to  his  basketball  prowess  while 
playing  for  various  mission  spon- 
sored teams. 

AIDS  PROGRAM 

Following  his  release  and  return 
to  the  United  States,  he  was  con- 
tacted by  the  Finnish  authorities 
and  asked  to  return  and  aid  in  the 
development  of  their  budding  bas- 
ketball program. 

Peterson  accepted,  returned, 
married  a local  girl  and  is  present- 
ly involved  in  a highly  successful 
popcorn  business. 

But  more  important,  at  least 
from  the  BYU  point  of  view,  Bob  is 
also  a member  of  the  Finnish 
Olympic  Committee. 

In  this  capacity  he  travels 
throughout  Europe  extensively  in 
an  effort  to  promote  Finnish  ath- 
letics. At  the  same  time,  he  has 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  en- 
courage and  promote  BYU  among 
the  athletic  circles  of  Europe. 

European  athletes,  gen  e r a 1 1 y 
speaking,  jump  at  the  chance  to 
come  to  the  school  in  the  United 
States  because  so  much  free  time 
is  allowed  for  athletics  while  still 
gaining  an  education.  It  seemed 
natural  then  for  Peterson  to  re- 
cruit for  BYU.

WASHINGTON  (UPI) -Gen. 
Creighton  W.  Abrams,  who  is  the 
likely  successor  to  Gen.  William 
C.  Westmoreland  as  U.S.  com- 
mander in  Vietnam,  arrived  Mon- 
day night  from  Saigon  for  two 
days  of  secret  talks  with  adminis- 
tration officials,  it  was  learned 
Tuesday. 

The  Defense  Department,  after 
inquiries,  acknowledged  that  Ab- 
rams, the  deputy  commander  in 
Vietnam,  was  in  town.  It  said  he 
was  here  to  report  on  an  increase 
in  the  planned  strength  of  the 
South  Vietnamese  army. 

NO  WORD  ON  PLANS 
There  was  no  word  from  the 
White  House  on  Abram’s  plans.  But 
observers  considered  it  logical  that 
President  Johnson  would  want  to 
talk  to  the  four-star  general  as  a 
potential  successor  to  Westmore- 
land and  because  of  the  adminis- 
tration’s current  review  of  its  en- 
tire Vietnam  strategy.

PANAMA  CITY  (UPI)-Pana- 
ma’s  two  rival  presidents  faced  a 
test  of  power  today  over  a call  for 
a special  meeting  of  the  National 
Assembly. 

One,  Max  Delvalle,  ordered  toe 
assembly  to  meet  in  the  afternoon 
to  revise  the  nation’s  electoral 
code. 

The  other,  Marco  A.  Robles,  had 
the  support  of  the  National  Guard 
units  surrounding  the  assembly 
building. 

When  deputy  Carlos  Zuniga  ar- 
rived for  the  scheduled  Tuesday 
session,  a Guard  officer  turned 
him  back  and  said  no  one  would 
be  permitted  to  enter  the  building. 
Newsmen  also  were  banned. 

The  Guard  has  taken  the  position 
that  only  the  Panamanian  Supreme 
Court,  in  recess  but  due  to  return 
to  work  April  1,  can  legalize  Rob- 
les’ ouster  by  the  Assembly. 

In  addition  to  rifles  and  sub- 
machineguns,  the  Guardsmen  were 
armed  with  tear  gas  grenades  and 
launchers  to  handle  any  eventuality 
that  might  arise  should  the  depu- 
ties try  to  force  admission  into  the 
building. 

The  National  Guard  contends 
Delvalle  does  not  have  the  author- 
ity to  convene  the  Assembly. 

OUT  OF  OFFICE 

The  assembly  Sunday  voted 
Robles  out  of  office  in  impeach- 
ment proceedings  and  names  his 
first  vice  president,  Delvalle,  to 
succeed  him.  Robles  termed  the  ac- 
tion a “parliamentary  c o u p.” 


With  the  support  of  toe  5,000-man 
National  Guard,  he  refused  to  leave 
his  office. 

The  guard  commander,  Gen.  Bol- 
ivar Vallarino,  said  he  would  await 
a decision  by  the  Supreme  Court 
next  week  before  he  would  con- 
sider action  against  Robles. 

Vallarino,  whose  guardsmen  are 
the  only  military  force  in  Panama, 
ordered  them  into  action  Monday 
in  a tear  gas  raid  on  the  oppi^i- 
tion  National  Union  party.  They 
arrested  181  persons  in  the  building.
